The vital question on the proposal 
concerning Altona’s advance to a city 
was not ‘To be or not to be”, but when? 


In giving approval in principle the 
committee has shown itself in general 
agreement with popular opinion in 
agreeing that Altona Shire should be a 
city.

If this be so the time for Altona’s 
advancement is ‘broadly speaking now.

STATUS AND COST 
The report of the City’status investi- 
gation committee reveals there will be 
no direct financial gain to the council as 
‘a consequence of Altona’s elevation to a 
city. 

Also it does not ‘appear that the 
shopkeepers will sell more goods; that 
the land agerit will dispose of more land 
or property, that one more industry will 
come to Altona or that Altona people 
will benefit in their private living. These 
things can come but not necessarily so. 

It is largely a matter of status — of 
keeping up with the Jones’s. 

- But there is some good in keeping up 
with the Jones's. It is indeed a poor indi- 

‘ vidual who has no incentive to rank well 
with his neighbours. 

Altona’s accession to city state is 
overdue. 

A city that is set on a hill cannot be 
hidden. Altona is certainly not on a hill 
but there is no need to hide its light 
under the bushel! measure — the shire. 

The suggestion that the cost of the 
city celebrations should be cut is a con- 
tradiction in terms. 

If we are ready for the advance to,a 
city we must also be capable of meeting 
a, fitting cost. At such time Altona will 
be judged and accepted at city standards. 

It is not at all to the detriment of the 
Altona councillors that they should 

_ almost unanimously favour the promo-- 

tion of Altona to city ranks but delay 
such move until necessary funds are 
available.’

The Beatles are,  witl 
each record they release, 
becoming Jess commercial 
in their sound. That is, 
their discs have less dance 
potential and far more 
Meaning. 


When groups go __non- 
commercial they invariably 
improve their standard,- but 
fall from popularity _be- 
cause they can't get their 
records played by DJ's. 
In the case of the Beat- 
les, and to a lesser extent 
the Stones, radio stations 
will not be willing to risk 
the consequences if they 
exclude their records from 
the play lists, and there- 
fore one of two_ positions 
look like developing. 

The first is that radio 
stations will continue ‘to 
play the non commercial 
material until fans become 
bored with it, and turn to 
other artists which is un- 
likely to happen because 
The Beatles have become 
‘Tin Gods’ and cannot do 
anything wrong, therefore 
whatever they do is auto- 
matically accepted. 

This leads to the second 
possibility, which will cer- 
tainly be the best thing to 
happen to the pop scene 
since The Beatles arrived, 
and that is that as fans 
begin to accept the non- 
commercial sound other non 
commercial groups _will 
achieve the recognition they 
deserve. The Beatles have 
proved with their recent 
records (from ‘Eleanor Rig- 
by’) that this is the direc- 
tion in which they are 
heading and although they 
won't be first to make the 
music, they will be _ first 
to be recognised by D.J’s. 
and this should lead to the 


return to popularity of
